In  1910  Rev.  J.  M.  Davis,  Ph.  D.,  D.  D.,  published  in 
a  neat  volume,  "Striving  for  Masteries,"  which  includes  the 
twenty  Baccalaureate  Sermons  that  he  gave  while  he  was 
President  of  Rio  Grande  College.  These  addresses  discuss 
almost  every  form  of  labor  in  which  consecrated  intelligence 
can  be  applied  to  the  service  of  man.  It  is  not  known  that 
any  other  college  president  in  Ohio  has  prepared  and  delivered 
a  similar  series  of  discourses  covering  twenty  years  in  the 
life  of  the  institution  over  which  he  presided.  Be  this  true 
or  not,  the  volume  provides  for  the  graduates,  students,  and 
friends  of  Rio  Grande  College  a  valuable  memorial  of  the 
college  during  its  formative  period. 

The  book  has  received  many  considerate  and  strong 
commendations.  The  Journal  and  Messenger •  of  Cincinnati, 
says  of  the  sermons;  "They  are  on  themes  of  deepest  inter- 
est, and  are  filled  with  'thoughts  that  breathe  and  words  that 
burn."'
